Mr»  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Arjfiual  Report  for  1968, 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9t780,  as  against  99550 
for  1967. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,CXX)  population  shows  an  increase  to  l4o82  from 
i4.24  for  19670 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  has  risen  to  10o94£roffi  9 <>31  for  1967* 

There  were  107  deaths  as  compared  with  89  for  1967»  Three  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lunge 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year  and  only  two  infants  have  died  under  one  year  of 
age. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  passed  regulations  to  make  infective 
jaundice  notifiable  as  from  15th  June,  I968.  Three  cases  were  notified 
to  the  year  end. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  was  dissolved  in  the  Autumn  and  all  its 
functions,  together  with  those  of  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security 
transferred  to  a new  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  One  of 
the  last  acts  of  the  Ministry  was  to  issue  regulations  amending  the  list 
of  notifiable  diseases. 

I would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  most  sincerely  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  my  colleagues . for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  received 
during  the  yeeir,  and  with  the  preparation  of  this  report.

This  will  continue  as  it 
is  obviously  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  pursue  their  previously 
declared  policy  of  clearing  away  all  the  unfit  property  within  the  district 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  remaining  sub-standard 
dwellinghouses « To  this  end,  the  Council  have  indicated  that  they  are 
prepared  to  acquire  dwellinghouses  from  owners  who  are  unable  to  obtain  the 
necessary  finance  in  order  to  carry  out  improvements « Four  such  houses  were 
acquired  and  applications  submitted  for  improvement  grants,  the  work  being 
scheduled  for  completion  during  1969* 

Three  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  during  19^8  - the  High  Street  (No,4), 
involving  five  houses,  which  was  confirmed  following  a Public  Enquiry  on  the 
29th  July;  the  remaining  two  areas,  Pilsley  Road  (No»l)  and  PilsQLey  Road  (Noe2) 
were  acquired  by  negotiation  from  the  owners,  these  areas  contained  nine  and 
eighteen  houses  respectively.  In  addition,  the  High  Street  (No ,3)  Clearance 
Order  was  confirmed  in  February  without  modification* 

Seventy-six  families  living  in  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  were 
rehoused  in  Council  houses  during  the  year*

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  only  one  small  private  slaughterhouse  registered  in  the  District, 
where  the  owner  slaughters  animals  for  his  own  butcher's  business o A 100?^  post 
mortem  inspection  has  been  maintained,  necessitating  92  visits  to  the  slaughter- 
house during  the  year*  The  premises  are  well  maintained,  and  no  problems  have 
arisen  during  the  year.  Frequent  inspections  are  now  made  by  a Veterinary  Officer
